OAKLAND, April 5.—Charging 
that the big meat packing houses 
of the San Francisco bay region have 
arbitrarily and unjustiflably raised 
the price of lamb and mutton from 
26 cents a pound, the price that 
prevailed when the war ended, to 32 
cents g pound at the present time, 
and that the price is unreasonable, 
retail meat dealers of both Oakland 
and San Francisco threaten to boy- 
cott mutton of all kinds in their 
shops unless the price is reduced, 

At a joint meeting between rep- 
resentatives of the Retail Butchers 
Exchange of Alameda county amd 
the San Francisco Butchers’ Board 
of Trade, held in thig city last night 
plans were made ofy putting into 
effect such a boycott. If a boy- 
cott ise declared 95 per cent of the 
retail butchers of ; Oakland, San 
Francisco, Berkeles and Alameda 
will refuse to Fandle mutton of 
any kind.

PARIS, April 5.—Marshgl Foch 


has telegraphed the allied govern- 
ments that the right of the allies 
to use Danzig as the port for hte 
return to Poland of the Polish troops 
in France has been formally upheld 
in the conference with the German 


.representatives 


In addition to Danzig, it was de- 
cided to use other means of tpang- 
portation for the Polish troops pro- 
posed by the German government 
so that the arrival of the troops 
might be accelerated, the marspal's 
Message added. The use of the port 
of Danzig was pypovided for in the 
armistice of November 11th last. 


PARIS, April 5.—France cannot 
yield on the question of obtaining 
adequate reparation from Germany, 
the Matin®declareg in an editorial 
today dealing with the peace con- 
ference situation regarding the 
French claims, 

“On all territorial questions a 
satisfactory agreement is being ar- 
rived at,” the Matin says, ‘‘but eon- 
cerning the reparation question 
there still-is a gap between what 
We. ate offered Mad what we justly 
demand, - The French.- government 
ilk. be unyielding in this matter. 
It cannot sign a treaty which’ will 
mean the bankruptcy of France.”’ 

In leading up to this declaration 
the Matin noteg that the French, 
British and American peoples stil] 
are displaying the same friendly feel- 
ings as heretofore for one an- 
other.

Shaw reported the matter 
to Coronel Charles F. Donne]ly, and 
Deputy Coroner Fred H. Maas was 
dispatched to brjng the body to 
the morgue. 

The body of the dead infant was 
entirely nude, and there was noth- 
hg about it that would lead to its 
identification or who might’ be 

ilty of placing it jn the pool. Whe- 
ther it was thrown into the water 
while yet alive or after death is 
another matter which is bothering 
the authorities. 

' Accordjng to Deputy Coroner

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ADVERTISING THE LOAN 

The United States government 
is going to spend millions of dol- 
lars advertising the Victory Loan 
but not through the magazines 
and newspapers. The money will 
be largely expended by hiring 
spellbinders and sending rail 
road trains through the coun. 
try with an aggregation of wa) 
trophies to show the people whai 
sort of implements were required 
to win the war. Each one ol 
the loan districts of the Unitec 
States will be provided with on 
of these trains, and they wil 
go from town to town during 
the campaign educating the peo 
ple in the way this most moder1 
war was fought and won. 

The train which will tour th 
district of which California is ¢ 
part and parcel is a fair samp 
of what the others will be over 
the nation for the big drive, anc 
here is the description. as sup 
plied the press of the Twelftl 
District by the general publicity 
committee working under the di 
rection of the United States Trea 
sury department: 

‘‘Four German ‘prisoners wil 
tour California, Arizona-and Ne 
vada with the Victory Liberty 
Loan trophy, train, but they wil 
not be real, live Germans. 

‘‘Among the thousands of ex 
hibits which the United Staté 
government sent te San Fran 
cisco for this train were four dis. 
tinctive German uniforms, to 
gether with complete equipment 
It was the infention to fill thesc 
uniforms with live models, but 
Americans who were willing tc 
pose as Germans were hard tc 
find. As a result the Germar 
prisoners will be of wax. 

While it hag been necessary 
to use substitutes for Germans. 
the other thousands of exhibits 
will be distinctly real, each ane 
every piece of armament was 
either in use in Europe by the 
Huns or Allies, or prepared for 
our own armies. 

“‘The German Albatross 6-eyl.- 
inder aeroplane, the first to be 
exhibited in the west, was shot 
down in Flanders. It requires. 
more than half a flat car. 

“‘The whippet tank, which will 
be driven from the train in each 
of the 150 towns at which the 
train will make stops, was man- 
ufactured in America, and is one 
of those with which Pershing 
broke the Hun lines. Six cars 
will make up the Victory train 
now being aessmbled in the yards 
of the Southern Pacifie Com- 
pany.”’

ries of its personnel will cost a 
vast sum of money, and while it 
will be educational to a great 
degree, still the money might be 
spent jn a manner which would 
bring larger results, for the plain 
and simple reason that there will 
not be a large number of people 
who will take the trouble to see 
if.
